When it comes to amateur radio, have you ever felt like hanging 
it up? If you're in Central Victoria, that option just became a 
reality. Hams attending AntennaPalooza, a two-day club event 
next month just east of Dandenong, will be encouraged to enter 
an antenna-building competition using metal coat hangers. 

That's right, those very same things you've got in your closet 
keeping your jackets and shawls from getting wrinkled. 


Using a pair of pliers and some creativity, homebrew enthusiasts 
will get to grab as many as a dozen hangers and work their magic. 
Their goal? To create an antenna useful for the 2m or 70 cm band. 
Judges will score them on originality, attractiveness, gain and, of 
course, SWR. 


This is the first time in its five-year history that the 
AntennaPalooza gathering has set this kind of challenge. The 
event usually concentrates on more conventional antennas like 
dipoles, loops and beams. If this year's coat hangers are a success, 
perhaps next year they can move on to umbrella stands.
